Watchdog Of 


Senate 


When Sen. Harry F. Byrd of \"irginia an- 


nounced his retirement after more than 30 
years of public service, n created quite a 
stir. The announcement was felt the most, 
perhaps, in Virginia where Byrd has long 
had firm control of the Democratic part\. 
The situation might be likened to Nebras- 
ka and the Democratic party here if Gov. 
Frank Morrison were to retire, a develop- 
ment no one expects, of course. 


Beyond his state of Virginia, however, 


Byrd has extended his influence into the na- 


tion's capital, particu- 
larly through his chair- 
manship of the Senate 
Finance 
Committee. 


The Virginia Democrat 


has long been known as the Senate watch- 
dog, a man with a real obsession for econ- 
omy. This has not always made him popu- 
lar with the administration in the White 
House, and those in Washington with pro- 
grams that need a congressional appropria- 
tion will probably smile a little at the 
thought of Byrd's not returning. But wheth- 
er you agreed with Byrd or not, you would 
have to grant that his service has been 
valuable to the nation. 


With our form of government, we need 


people who present a variety of points of 
view. The record would not show many ma- 
jor programs that Byrd has defeated with 
his insistence upon economy. He was dedi- 
cated to economy for the sake of economy 
alone and was not often swayed by argu- 
ments of need. To save money was the 
greatest need, as he saw it. 


But you can be equally sure that this 


nation's spending record would have been 
greater than it is were it not for Senator 
Byrd. The senator demanded that the fat 
be fried out of everything that came be- 
fore his committee and that included the 
entire budget of the administration. Those 
who came to Congress with spending plans 
knew they had to tangle with Byrd on every 
penny they wanted. 


* 
The national budget in spite of Byrd's 


presence still has climbed to more than $100 
billion a year but it would have been even 
higher without the Virginia Democrat. The 
Congress needs the kind of men represent- 
ed by Senator Byrd, just as it needs the 
idealism of such men as Sen. J. William 
Fulbright and the understanding of such 
men as Sen. Everett M. Dirksen. Sen. Wayne 
Morse of Oregon is a thorn in the side of 
current U.S. foreign policy and his atti- 
tudes are not shared by us but his voice, in 
the end, is a constructive one. 


The same thing can be said and is found 


on local levels of government. Sen. Terry 
Carpenter in the state Legislature is a thorn 


in just about e\er> one's side at some time 
or another but he has contributed a lot to 
state government. K\en more than specific 
programs, Carpenter has demanded of oth- 
ers an awareness that produces better «o\- 
ernment. You don't slip anything b\ the 
Scottsbluif senator. 
He keeps e\er\bod> 


honest and that is a contribution ail in itsell. 


Of course, such people a.s arc men- 


tioned here must ha\e .some ability, too. be- 
cause a position outside the main st;va;u 
of events is largely a waste m the hands of 
an incapable person. There are extremists. 
for instance, who have lost all eifectueness 
because they tail 10 appreciate the rule.-, oi 
logic, the art of politics and the power of 
compromise. Thi*> latter kind makes little 
contribution in their representation of a 
minority point of view

But to be without the B\rds. Kullbnghts. 


Dirksens. Morses. Carpenters and o t h e r 
like them would be to be without dissent 
and that would mean life in a vacuum. Mo-;) 
of us have no difficulty appreciating those 
things and people who are in agreement with 
us but it takes a lot of courage to welcome 
the other side of the picture. 


When someone takes issue with you, it 


is difficult to smile, to let him have his 
say and to persist in a calm manner with 
your own point of view. And yet, it is at least 
as important to do this as it is to be right. 
From a practical point of \iew, it is impor- 
tant because one who cannot tolerate dis- 
sent is likely to lose perspective and his 
powers of reasoning. Then, he has lost his 
argument, whether right or wrong. 


But more important, disagreement is 


the stimulation that man needs to keep him 


alert 
and thinking. 


With unanimity of 
thought, there are no 
fresh ideas to bring 
men along the road of 


progress, very little chance of realizing and 
rectifying the shortcomings of things as they 
exist. This is one of the greatest weaknesses 
of the communist system; it doesn't allow 
for penetrating questioning of decisions that 
have been made and programs that have 
been inaugurated. As a result, when some- 
thing is wrong, it must be lived with just 
the same and the loss if often v i e w e d 
through time in terms of years. 


This is why it is so important that no 


single political party in this country ever 
reach such eminence or success at the polls 
that it can afford to ignore the opposition. In 
resigning his public office. Senator Byrd re- 
minds us all of the tremendous value of 
personal diversity that is an inherent part 
of our culture. 


Impetus For 
Alertness 


Time For New Determination 


It seems as if it started only yesterday 


but the 1965-66 school year is already one- 
quarter completed. Throughout the public 
and private schools in Lincoln, the past week 
has been marked by parent-teacher visits 
in which the progress or lack of it on the 
part of students has been discussed and an- 
alyzed. 


Some students by now have discovered 


that at their rate of achievement, they are 
not going to advance next year from the 
grade in which they are now working. Some 
of these students are undoubtedly giving a 
lot of thought to the future. 


Unfortunately, one thing that might ap- 


peal to them at the moment is the thought 
of dropping out of school. They are old 
enough to get a job and can be earning 
money and living an adult life with a head- 
start on the rest of their classmates. Such a 


thought is a highly deceiving one. 


Despite the differences in starting time, 


the college graduate earns nearly two-thirds 
more than a high school graduate. 
The 


high school graduate earns three-fourths 
more than those lower on the academic 
scales than that. The unemployment rate 
among current graduates age 16 to 24 is 
8.2 percent while the rate for dropouts of 
the same age is 13.6. 


Yet, during the current school year, it 


is estimated that 750,000 boys and girls will 
drop out of school without having attained 
a high school diploma. If you are one of 
them, you will be among the unfortunate. 
Rather than the time to quit, this is the 
time to change your ways, to work harder 
and to reach those acceptable grade levels 
that will mean so much to you in the years 
ahead. 


The Canadian Election 


The recent Canadian national election. 


now over, has all the appearance of a great 
and costly effort without any appreciable 
movement. 


It was called by Prime Minister Les- 


ter B. Pearson because his Liberal party 
lacked six votes in parliament to hold a 
majority, and to get anything done about its 
program it had to beg votes from the mi- 
nority parties, which were not always forth- 
coming. Pearson believed that an election 
would give his party the majority required 
to give his "Great Society" program a 
stronger footing. 


It didn't work out that way. His party 


gained two votes in the balloting but re- 
mained still four votes short of the minimum 
desired. 


But at the same time former Prime 


Minister John Diefenbaker's Conservative 
party picked up nine new seats to run its 


string to 99. The Liberals have but 129. They 
needs 133 for a majority in a House of 265 
seats. 


Curiously enough there is little differ- 


ence in the programs of the Liberals and 
Conservatives. That was not the issue. The 
issue was one of which party could best ful- 
fill the goals. 


But the voting did not follow the issue. 


Rather it followed long standing regional 
lines. 


In the Quebec region the French-British 


issue sent the people to the polls. In agri- 
cultural central Canada a natural conserva- 
tism triumphed, leaving only a coalition of 
Pacific Coast Canada which has strong ur- 
ban influence and east central Canada which 
also has such interest 


The problem in Canada is that its sec- 


tions are too remote from one another at 
this stage. And the election did not change 
that.

Rural America 


From The Washington Post 


That the President has appointed a 


commission to study the problems of ag- 
riculture at the same time that he signed 
the farm bill is reassuring. No one ought 
to imagine that the four-year farm legis- 
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lation. important as it is. will solve all the 
problems of rural America. It is to be 
hoped that the commission will produce 
in the 18 months allotted to it a real eval- 
uation of the ills of rural life and 
the 


means of dealing with them. 


It has become an urban cliche that 


the country has boon giving the farmers 
a hayride at taxpayers' expense, but tho 
truth is that 
city 
dwellers 
have been 


abundantly and cheaply fed and clothed 
at prices so low that rural America has 
deteriorated 
Tho rising efficiency of ag- 


riculture has not reflected itself in a hei- 
tcr life for farmers or for the non-farm 
residents of rural America. Those n o t 
needed to produce our food and 
fibers 


have been emigrating to the great cities 
at an incredible rate. Some of this emi- 
gration has contributed the vitality and 
growth responsible 
for 
urban 
develop- 


ment. But some of it has added to the 
city slums millions 
of 
disenfranchised , 


disinherited and dispropertiod people with- 
out experience or training to fit them for 
urban living. Millions of them would have 
been better off in their rural environment 
if omplovmonl could have boon furnished

Nebraska is tight, that rep- 
resents a considerable gain 
for the Democrats. 


Leaders 
in both parties 


view Clair Callan as the fa- 
vorite in his congressional 
race ior re-election, and that 
represents a substantial plus 
for the Democrats—because 
no Democratic congressman 
has won re-election in Ne- 
braska in the past three dec- 
ades. 


Based on that kind of po- 


litical outlook, it would ap- 
pear that Democrats m a y 
have made permanent ad- 
vances in strength as it is 
applied to races for national 
office. 


Whether such gains—or the 


illusion of Democratic prog- 
ress—carries over into con- 
tests for state office seems 
less clear to leaders in both 
parties. 


Today, Val Peterson would 


be rated as the favorite in a 
clash with Phil Sorensen. Re- 
publican leaders appear con- 
fident. S o m e Democratic 
spokesmen, but not all, rate 
Sorensen as a strong con- 
tender with a good chance of 
victory. 


Actually, the question of 


two-party strength could he 
reversed in terms of the gov- 
ernor's race. In view of the 
fact that Republicans hav» 
not won since 1956, the prop- 
er query might be: Can the 
GOP re-establish two-party 
government at the state lev- 
el? 


A key factor in the guber- 


natorial scrap could be a pri- 
mary contest between Soren- 
sen and Terry Carpenter. The 
winner of that primary would 
be greatly strengthened by 
the race. 


Surely, such a Democratic 


gubernatorial primary wouM 
u p s t a g e the Republican 
match. 


But. more important is (ne 


fact that such a contest would 
probably be centered on me 
question oi a state income 
tax. Carpenter has indicared 
that he would like to battle 
Sorensen on that issue. 


Now. 
if Terry 
ran 
and 


won on the issue, he could 
emerge as the champion of 
the anti-broadened tax base 
voters. 


But, 
if S o r e n s e n ran 


against that issue and won, 
it might tend to destroy — 
or, at least, diminish — the 
income tax as a major issue 
in the general election. 


So there are reasons why 


Sorensen and C a r p e n t e r 
might both welcome a pri- 
mary fight.

Watchdog Of 
Senate 


When Sen. Harry F. By rd of Virg inia an­ 
nounced his retirem ent after more than 30 
y ea rs of public service, it created quite a 
stir. The announcement was felt the most, 
perhaps, in Virg inia where By rd has long 
had firm control of the Democratic party 
The situation mig ht be likened to Nebras­ 
ka and the Dem ocra tic party here if Gov. 
Frank Morrison were to retire, a develop­ 
m ent no one ex pects, of course. 
Bey ond his sta te of Virg inia, howex er, 
B\Td has ex tended his influence into the na- 
_________ _ 
tion’s capital, particu­ 
larly throug h his chair­ 
manship of the Senate 
Finance 
Committee. 
The Virg inia Democrat 
has long been known as the Senate watch­ 
dog , a man wdth a real obsession for econ­ 
omy . This has not alway s made him ix>pu- 
la r with the administration in the White 
House, and those in Washing ton with p ro ­ 
g ra m s that need a cong ressional appropria­ 
tion will probably smile a little at the 
tlioug ht of By rd’s not returning . But wheth­ 
er y ou ag reed with By rd or not, y ou would 
ha ve to g rant that his service has been 
valuable to the nation. 
With our form of g overnment, we need 
people who present a variety of points of 
view . The record would not show many m a ­ 
jor prog rams that By rd has defeated with 
his insistence upon economy . He was dedi­ 
ca ted to economy for the sake of economy 
alone and was not often sway ed by arg u­ 
ments of need. To save money was the 
g rea test need, as he saw it. 
But y ou can be equally sure that this 
nation’s spending record would have been 
g rea ter than it is were it not for Senator 
By rd. The senator demanded that the fat 
be fried out of every thing that came be­ 
fore his com mittee and that included the 
entire budg et of the administration. Those 
who ca m e to Cong ress with spending plans 
knew they had to tang le with By rd on every 
penny they wanted. 


★ 
The national budg et in spite of By rd’.s 
presence still has climbed to more than $100 
billion a y ear but it would have been even 
hig her without the Virg inia Democrat. The 
Cong ress needs the kind of men represent­ 
ed by Senator By rd, just a s it needs the 
idealism of such men as Sen. J . William 
Fulbrig ht and the understanding of such 
men as Sen. Everett M. Dirksen. Sen. Way ne 
Morse of Oreg on is a thorn in the side of 
current U.S. foreig n policy and his a tti­ 
tudes are not shared by us but his voice, in 
the end, is a constructive one. 
The sa m e thing can be said and is found 
on local levels of g overnment. Sen. Terry 
Carpenter in the sta te Leg islature is a thorn 


in just about every one’s side at some time 
or another but he has contributed a lot to 
state g overnment. F.ven more than specific 
prog rams. Carpenter has demanded of oth­ 
ers an a wareness that produces better g ov­ 
ernment. Vou don't slip any thing by the 
Scotlsbluff senator, 
lie keeps everx hody 
honest and that is a contribution all in itself. 
Of course, such p eop le 
a s 
a r i' nieu- 
tioned here must have some ability, too. be­ 
cause a p osition outside the main strcum 
of events is largely a waste m ihe hands ot 
an incap able p erson There are extrem ists, 
for instance, who have lost all etfectix eness 
because they fail to ap p reciate the rules ot 
logic, the art of p olitics and the p ower of 
comp romise. This latter kind makes little 
contribution in their rep resentatio n of a 
minority point of view 


★ 
But to be without the Byrds. Fullhrighls. 
Dirksens. Morses, ('arp enters and o t h e r 
like them would be to be without dissent 
and that would mc'an life in a \acuiim. Mo^t 
of us have no difficulty ap p reciating those 
things and p eop le w ho are in agreem ent with 
us but it takes a lot of courage to weUome 
the o ther side of the p icture 
When someone takes issue with y ou, it 
is difficult to sm ile, to let him have his 
say and to persist in a calm manner with 
y our own point of view . And y et, it is at least 
as important to do this as it is to bt' rig ht. 
From a practical point of \iew, it is impor­ 
tant because one who cannot tolerate dis­ 
sent is likely to lose perspective and his 
powers of reasoning . Then, he has lost his 
arg ument, whether rig ht or wrong . 
But mo re imp o rtant, disagreement is 
the stimulation that man needs to keep him 
alert 
and 
thinking. 
W i t h 
unanimity 
of 
thought, there are no 
fresh ideas to bring 
men along the road of 
p ro gress, very little chance of realizing and 
rectifying the sho rtcomings of things as they 
exist. This is one of the greatest weaknesses 
of the co mmunist system : it doesn't allow 
for p enetrating q uestioning of decisions that 
have been m ade and p ro gram s that have 
been inaugurated As a result, when so me­ 
thing is wrong, it m ust be lived with just 
the sam e and the loss if often v i e w e d 
through time in term s of years. 
This is why it is so imp o rtant that no 
single p olitical p arty in this country ever 
reach such eminence or success at the polls 
that it can afford to ignore the op p osition. In 
resigning his p ublic office. Senator Byrd re­ 
minds us all of the tremendo us value of 
p ersonal diversity that is an inherent p art 
of our culture. 


Impetus For 
Alertness 


Time For New Determination 


It seem s as if it started only y esterday 
but the 19 6 5-6 6 school y ea r is already one- 
quarter completed. Throug hout the public 
and private schools in Lincoln, the past week 
has been marked by parent-teacher visits 
in which the prog ress or la ck of it on the 
part of students has been discussed and an­ 
aly zed. 
Some students by now ha ve discovered 
tha t at their rate of achievem ent, they are 
not g oing to advance nex t y ea r from the 
g rade in which they are now working . Some 
of these students are undoubtedly g iving a 
lot of thoug ht to the future. 
Unfortunately , one thing that mig ht ap­ 
peal to them at the m om ent is the thoug ht 
of dropping out of school. They are old 
enoug h to g et a job and can be earning 
money and living an adult life with a head- 
start on the rest of their cla ssm a tes. Such a 


thought is a highly deceiving one. 
Desp ite the differences in starting time, 
the college graduate earns nearly two-thirds 
mo re than a high school graduate. 
The 
high school graduate earns three-fourths 
mo re than those low’er on the academ ic 
scales than that. The unemp loyment rate 
amo ng current graduates age 16 to 24 is 
8 .2 p ercent while the rate for drop outs of 
the sam e age is 13.6. 
Yet, during the current school year, it 
is estim ated that 7 50,000 boys and girls will 
drop out of school without having attained 
a high school dip loma. If you are one of 
them, you will be amo ng the unfortunate. 
R ather than the time to q uit, this is the 
time to change your ways, to wmrk harder 
and to reach those accep table grade levels 
that will m ean so much to you in the years 
ahead. 
The Canadian Election 


The recent Canadian national election, 
now over, has all the appearance of a g reat 
and costly effort without any appreciable 
movement. 
It was called by Prim e Minister Les­ 
ter B. Pearson because his Liberal party 
lacked six votes in parliament to hold a 
majority , and to g et any thing done about its 
prog ram it had to beg votes from the mi­ 
nority parties, which were not alway s forth­ 
coming . Pearson believed that an election 
would g ive his party the majority req uired 
to g ive his “ Great Society ” p rogram a 
strong er footing . 
It didn’t work out that way. His p arty 
g ained two votes in the balloting but re­ 
mained still four votes short of the minimum 
desired. 
But at the sa m e time former Prim e 
M inister J ohn Diefenbaker’s Conservative 
party picked up nine new sea ts to run its 


string to 9 9 . The Liberals have but 129. They 
needs 133 for a m ajo rity in a House of 265 
seats. 
Curiously enougli there is little differ­ 
ence in the p ro gram s of the Liberals and 
Conservatives. That was not the issue. The 
issue was one of which p arty could best ful­ 
fill the goals. 
But the voting did not follow the issue. 
Rather it followed long standing regional 
lines. 
In the Quebec region the French-British 
issue sent the p eop le to the p olls. In agri- 
cultui'al central Canada a natural co nserva­ 
tism triump hed, leaving only a coalition of 
Pacific Coast Canada which has strong ur­ 
ban influence and east central Canada which 
also has such interest. 
The p roblem in Canada i.s that its sec­ 
tions are too remo te from one ano ther at 
this stage. .And the election did not change 
that.

That the President has appointed a 
commission to study the problems of ag ­ 
riculture at the sa m e time that he sig ned 
the farm bill is reassuring . No one oug ht 
to imag ine that the four-y ear farm leg is-

lation. imp ortant as it is. will solve all the 
p roblems of rural .America. It is to be 
hop ed that tire commission will p roduce 
in the 18 months allotted to it a real eval­ 
uation of the ills of rural life and the 
means of dealing witli them. 
It has become an urban cliche that 
the country has been giving the farm ers 
a hayride at taxp ayers’ exp ense, but the 
truth is that 
city 
dwellers 
have 
been 
abundantly and cheap ly fed and clothed 
at p rices so low that rural America has 
deteriorated. The lising efficiency of ag­ 
riculture has not reflected itself in a bet­ 
ter life for farm ers or for the non-farm 
residents of rural .America. Those 
n o t 
needed to p roduce our food and fibers 
have been em igrating to the great cities 
at an incredible rate. Some of this em i­ 
gration has contributed the vitality and 
growth 
resp onsible 
for 
urban 
develoj)- 
ment. But some of it has added to the 
city slums 
millions 
of 
disenfranchised, 
disinherited and disp ro p ertied p eop le with­ 
out exp erience o r training to Rt them for 
urban living. Millions of them would have 
been better off in their rural environment 
if emp lo yment could have been furnished 
there. 
It will be a good thing if the co mmis­ 
sion construes its 
charter 
broadly. 
We 
need an objective look not only at 
fiie 
econoiiiic p roblems related to farming but 
at the conditions of rural life.

Long'.s advancement holds 
out the pros})Cct of a brisk 
contest for Demo cratic whip , 
a p ost Long won last Janu­ 
ary. 
Whip s}.K'culatioii s t a r t s 
with Long’s defeated rivals. 
Sens. Mike Monroney of Okla­ 
homa and John Pasto re of 
Rhode Island. Monroney en­ 
tered that race 
late 
after 
Long had collected a fat list 
of 
endorsements. 
Pasto re 
was thought by some of his 
colleagues to be loo fiery and 
defiant for what is essential­ 
ly a job of p ersuasion and 
conciliation. 
Senators now 
moving up 
to the

positions on 
committees add the names 
of Sens. Edmund S. Muskie 
of Maine and Vance Hartke 
of Indiana. Both represent 
areas of rising Democratic 
streng th which act as a coun­ 
terpoise to the once-dominant 
South. 


The q uaint tribal customs 
of the Senate dictate that the 
men who become chairmen

necessarily so. 
Byrd’s p olitical p hilosop hy 
ran counter to the trend of 
American destiny from the 
moment lie entered the Sen­ 
ate on .March 4.

Atomic Energy Commission 
insp ection team for a look at 
the p rop osed Mead site for the 
big p roton accelerator.

Court Affirms New Trial In 
Condemnation Damages Tiff

Lawrence Weyandt, 39, of 
nearby Carnegie, Pa., w a s 
hospitalized with stab wounds 
of the abdomen and back. 
His condition was listed as 
fair. 


T h e suspected assailant 


w a s identified as Stanley 
Howard, 26, of Philadelphia 
County, Pa. He had b e e n 
transferred recently f r o m 
Eastern Penitentiary in Phil- 
adelphia. 


An aide to Warden James 


F. Maroney said Weyandt 
was attacked first. Grogan 
went to his assistance, w a s 
knocked to the ground and 
stabbed three times. 
The 


cause of the incident was 
not determined. 


Howard was serving 30 to 


60 years for armed robbery. 
He w a s transferred 
from 


Philadelphia after an attack 
on another prisoner. 


The prison has been t h e 


scene of several disturbances 
over the past 15 years. In

Control Council Friday set 
Jan. 13 for the first public 
hearing to classify major riv- 
ers and streams in Nebraska. 


The initial hearing, to be 


held in the Capitol, will ocver 
the northeast Nebraska coun- 
ties of Jefferson, S a l i n e , 
Seward, Butler, Gage, Lan- 
caster, Saunders, Cass, Otoe, 
Johnson, Neraaha, P a w n e e 
and Richardson. 


Slate Sanitation Engineer T. 


A. Filipi said classification of 
waters is the first step in an 
effort by the health depart- 
ment to force all communities 
10 treat their waste d i s - 
charges. 


Quality Standards 


The council has adopted of- 


ficial water quality standards 
for Nebraska's waters, but the 
council is powerless to re- 
quire conformity to the stand- 
ards as long as the waters 
are not classified. 


The January meeting prin- 


cipally will deal with classifi- 
cation of the Platte, Big Blue, 
'Big Nemaha and Little Ne- 
maha Rivers. 


Filipi said officials of all 


municipalities and c o u n t y 
governments in the 13-county 
area and representatives of in- 
terested groups will be specif- 
ically invited to attend the 
hearing, with the general pub- 
lic also encouraged to attend. 


Filipi said nine other water 


classification hearings will be 
held in other areas of the 
state during the coming year. 


The state's water pollution 


abatement program hereto- 
fore has been based on the 
•willingness of communities to 
voluntarily treat their sewage 


so as not to violate the coun- 
cil's standards. 


Court Action 


Filipi said the council now 


must resort to court action if 
necessary to force the more 
than 20 "straggler" commu- 
nities who do not treat their 
waste to conform to council 
standards. 


Filipi informed the council 


that he will cooperate with 
environmental health officials 
from South Dakota, I o w a , 
Kansas and Missouri in an ex- 
tensive time flow study of the 
Missouri River. 


"With time flow studies, \\e 


will be able to tell how long, 
for instance, it would take 
poisonious substances acci- 
dentally discharged into the 


river ia Omulia to reach St. 
Joseph (Mo.)," Filipi noted. 
"The information will be very 
valuable in such emergen- 
cies." 


Filipi also reported he is 


sending a letter to Nebraska 
municipalities informing them 
that Congre^. ' "<• appropri-j 
ated about $2Cw million to aid ] 
small communities in c o n - ;

State Sanitation Engineer T. 
A. Filipi said classification of 
waters is the first step in an 
effort by the health depart­ 
ment to force all communities 
TO treat their wa ste d I s - 
charges. 
Quality Standards 
The council has adopted of­ 
ficia l water quality standards 
for Nebraska’s waters, but the 
council is powerless to re­ 
quire conformity to the stand­ 
ards as long as the waters 
are not classified.
